playgrounds for the students. 
The school is to be in the Italian 
Lombardie style of architecture.

In colored mortar. 
There will also be 
inlays of white stucco. 
The downstairs portion of the build­ 
ing, which will cover a ground space 
of about 70 by 105 feet, will be left 
unfinished for the time being.
